IF NOT LOWEST, WHO WAS AND WHY WERE THEY NOT AWARDED: 

EFFECT OF PASSAGE: Work consists of asphalt overlay at Foster Park 
Bikeway, Jehl Park, Rivergreenway, Little Turtle Pathway, and 
Shoaff Park Bikeway. Work also consists of chip and seal paving at 
Lawton Park Maintenance Compound, Indian Village Parking Lot, and 
Tillman Park Ball Diamond Parking. 


IF REPLACEMENT, WHAT NECESSITATES: Time has taken its toll on the 
various surfaces. Weather and the many freeze/thaw cycles that 
these surfaces have seen, warrant its replacement. 


EFFECT OF NON-PASSAGE: Surfaces will continue to deteriorate. In 
the future, repairs will be more costly. These surfaces could 
deteriorate to a point that repairs are mandatory for safety 
reasons.
